The man eu v er, effected by 
firin g ro ckets abo ard the craft, 
was n eeded in o rder to keep the 
statio n alo ft fo r a lo n g er p erio d 
o f time. 
The 18-to n sp ace statio n has 
been in earth o rbit sin ce Ap ril 
19, an d has been g radu ally 
driftin g do wn in to the u p p er 
rearhes o f the earth’s atm o s­ 
p here, where frictio n wo u ld dis­ 
in teg rate it. 
The Co smo n au ts bo arded the 
statio n Mo n day mo rn in g by 
crawlin g thro u g h a n arro w p as­ 
sag eway fro m their So y u z 11 
sp aceship . 
So y u z 11 was lau n ched Su n ­ 
day mo rn in g an d chased Salu te 
thro u g h sp ace fo r mo re than 26 
ho u rs befo re catchin g u p an d 
do ckin g with it. 
As o f 1 p .m. Mo sco w time, o r 
6 a.m. EDT, the Salu te-So y u z 
had circled the earth 21 times 
with the co smo n au ts abo ard, 
the So v iet n ews ag en cy Tass 
said at midaftern o o n .

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Dishonest policy 


Em p loy es in American bu siness 
steal between $8 .5 and $10 billion a 
y ear. Abou t $4 billion of this is thefts 
in cash and m erchand ise from retail 
establishm ents. 
“ S hrink a ge ” of m erc hand ise 
alone am ou nts to ap p rox im ately fiv e 
p er cent of the y early sales of 
A m erican re ta il estab lishm ents, 
with the stores’ own emp loy es ac­ 
tu ally stealing three tim es as mu ch 
as d o shop lifters. 
Most retail establishm ents hav e 
some of internal secu rity sy stem to 
d iscou rage d ishonest emp loy es, bu t 
the ra te of p rosecu tion is low. For 
the d ishonest emp loy e, crim e ob­ 
v iou sly p ay s. Or d oes it? Ask s ind u s­ 
tria l p sy chologist L aw rence R. 
Zeitlin. 
As he p oints ou t in an article in 
Psy chology Tod ay magazine, if we 
d iv id e the total am ou nt of m erchan­ 
d ise stolen by emp loy es (abou t $3 
billion a y ear) by the total nu m ber of 
p eop le emp loy ed in retail establish­ 
ments, the am ou nt stolen p er p erson 
is ap p rox im ately $300 a y ear, or only 
abou t $1.5 0 each work ing d ay . 
For m anagem ent, say s Zeitlin, 
this is a bargain. 
How so? Becau se most retail jobs 
are boring. Ad v ancement is u su ally 
limited . The ty p ical work er has little 
freed om of action or scop e of d eci­ 
sion-mak ing. Pay is low. E m p loy e' 
d issatisfaction is rife and tu rnov er is 
high. 
M anagem ent can d o two things. 
It can enrich the jobs by p rov id ing 
increased resp onsibility and 
op ­ 
p ortu nity for ad v ancem ent, or it can 
increase p ay and benefits to the 
p oint where the job is too good to 
leav e. 


Bu t 
m anagem ent, 
charges 
Zeitlin, 
has 
chosen, 
largely 
by 
d efau lt, to reject both ap p roaches, 
so work ers hav e tak en m atters into 
their own hand s. 


When the av erage retail emp loy e 
becomes 
d issatisfied , 
he d oesn’t 
q u it; he starts stealing from his 
em p loy er. He gets back at the 
sy stem , 
and the challenge of 
stealing is, a “ significant enrich­ 
m ent’’ of his job. 


Thu s by p erm itting a controlled 
amou nt of theft, at the cost of $1.5 0 
p er w ork er p er d ay , m anagem ent 
can k eep d ecision-mak ing in its own 
hand s 
and 
can 
retain 
work ers 
withou t hav ing to reorganize jobs or 
raise wages. 
The im p ortant word is “con­ 
trolled .’’ M anagem ent m u st first 
balance the actu al cost of emp loy e 
theft against the costs of emp loy e 
tu rnov er 
or 
job 
enrichm ent 
by 
conv entional m eans. If it op ts for 
controlled theft, it mu st still m ain­ 
tain a figu rehead secu rity sy stem. 
Ethically , say s Zeitlin, it wou ld 
be m ore d esirable for m anagem ent 
to m otiv ate emp loy es by m eans 
other than inv iting them into liv es of 
p etty crim e. Bu t m anagem ent that 
d oes not accep t that trad itional 
resp onsibility can at least ad op t a 
m ore realistic and less hy p ocritical 
a ttitu d e 
tow ard 
b u siness 
“ honesty .” 
Also on behalf of ethics, it might 
be ad d ed that w hether it is called 
“job enrichm ent” or getting back at 
the sy stem , theft is still theft and 
another 
bonu s 
accom p anies 
stealing—the k nowled ge that one is 
a thief. 


SALT pact limits 


If Presid ent Nix on is able to 
reach an arm s agreem ent with Mos­ 
cow of the ty p e his ad v isers now 
think most lik ely , it will not elim i­ 
nate the arm am ents race. Nor is it 
lik ely to change the intensity of the 
race. 
The way it ap p ears now, there 
will be no U.S.-Sov iet agreem ent 
against MIRV (the m issiles with a 
bev y of ind ep end ently targeted w ar­ 
head s), or on ballistic m issile su b­ 
m arines, fractionally orbiting m is­ 
siles, long-range bom bers or sm aller 
ICBMs. There will p erhap s be a lim ­ 
it on ABM sites and on the nu m ber of 
certain 
intercontinental 
m issiles, 
su ch as the Sov iet SS-9s. 
It wou ld not be d ifficu lt to m ak e 
su ch a lim ited agreem ent ineffectu ­ 
al. 
For limiting the nu m ber of a m a­ 
jor intercontinental ballistic m issile 
su ch as the SS-9) can be an ex ercise 
in fu tility .

The Ru ssians, of cou rse, can p u t 
three warhead s in each missile, or 
later as many as six . Thou gh six 
w arhead s each for 300 SS-9s wou ld 
p rod u ce 1 8 00 warhead s, at the p res­ 
ent lev el of Sov iet technical k now- 
hrrw the accu racy and y ield (p ow er) 
o f these 1.8 00 warhead s wou ld not 
lik ely k nock ou t su fficient nu m bers 
of Mmu temen to mak e this missile 
force u nable to retaliate effectiv ely 
against the Sov iet Union 
Bu t Ru ssia is now p u shing ahead 
full tilt at step p ing u p the ex p losiv e 
p ace on these two objectiv es, it will 


not be m any y ears before 300 SS-9s 
cou ld be eq u ip p ed with 1,8 00 w ar­ 
head s with the accu racy and y ield 
req u ired to seriou sly threaten the ef­ 
fectiv eness of the U.S. m inu tem an 
forces. 
Of cou rse, the u nited State will 
not be stand ing still. Anticip ating 
these Ru ssian ad v ances, this cou n­ 
try will bu ild hard er and ev en y et 
hard er m inu tem an silos, d ev elop 
mobile ICBMs and p u sh the fu rther 
d ev elop m ent of ballistic m issile su b­ 
m arines, not now ex p ected to be in­ 
clu d ed in the first SALT agreem ent. 
The d isarm am ent argu m ent ru ns 
that if y ou can’t hav e an ov er-all 
arm s agreem ent, then tak e one step . 
This reasoning is sou nd , if each step 
lead s toward a cu tback or a real 
ceiling. 
Bu t the ty p e of agreem ent now 
being talk ed abou t may m erely d i­ 
v ert the arm s race from one road to 
another. 
This is the sam e p roblem the 
United States was faced with when 
Washington cu t back on crop acre­ 
age in ord er to hold d own some ty p es 
of farm p rod u ction. A slew of farm ­ 
ers m erely ap p lied m ore technology 
and actu ally increased their ou tp u t 
on sm aller acreages of land . 
The G erm ans after World War I, 
p rohibited from bu ild ing nav al ship s 
abov e a sp ecified size, d ev elop ed the 
p owerfu l “ p ock et” battleship . 
N ev ertheless, after all this has 
been said , an agreem ent of the ty p e 
d escribed abov e m ay be well worth 
going after. W hat’s need ed to get an 
effectiv e arm s agreem ent is some 
sort of ex p erience. And ex p erience 
can best be gotten by try ing one road 
after another. This is not ov erly d an­ 
gerou s if the U.S. strategists k eep 
their wits abou t them . And if they 
learn as they go.

ROME — On Ju ne 4, 1944, the 
lead ing elem ents of the U.S. 8 8 th 
Div ision entered the Piazza Venezia 
in the center of Rome. It was 7 :15 
p .m. U.S. General M ark W. Clark 
had tak en the city . 
“The history of Rome is largely 
the history of the world ,” 
said 
M arcu s Au reliu s. And now we w ere 
there, stand ing on the slop es of the 
Tiber, and General Clark wanted to 
look d own on the city . 
We walk ed to the highest p art of 
Rome’s Protestant Cem etery , near 
the ancient 
R om an 
w all, 
and 
stop p ed close to the sm all, sim p le, 
white slab p ressed in the earth — 
Shelley . In the grou nd was what was 
left of Percy By sshe Shelley , sav ed 
from the p y re on the beach at 
Viareggio; and besid e him was his 
old friend and p irate who bu ried him 
there, Ed w ard John Trelawny . 
All of ancient Rome was before 
u s, lik e an aband oned eagle’s nest. 
Who cou ld not see on that ev ening an 
em p eror rid ing ou t of the city at 
d ark , leav ing town on the heels of 
some consp iracy , gallop ing ov er the 
wet stones and then throu gh the 
wood s that cam e so close to it? 


Gen. M ario Presti was Rom e’s 
chief of p olice, the p ersonal ap p oint­ 
ment of Nazi Gestap o lead er Hein­ 
rich Himmler. The cost of harm ing 
G erm ans had gone u p along with all 
p rices. The G erm an hostage retali­ 
ation ratio was 10 to 1. 


For ex am p le, when 32 G erm an 
m ilitary p olice were bombed in a 
Rome sid e street called Via Rasella, 
320 Italian civ ilians w ere ex ecu ted in 
the Regina Coeli jail. 


Most sy stem atic tortu res took 
p lace on the top floor of an SS hou se 
at Via Princip e Amed eo 2, the 
d omain of H im m ler’s notoriou s tor­ 
tu re ex p ert, Dr. Johann Koch. The 
v ictim s were transp orted by tru ck to 
the catacom bs near San Callisto. 
They were shot one by one in the 
back of the neck . After the v ictim s 
had been p iled in heap s the Gestap o 
te rrifie rs ex p lod ed m ines tha t 
bu ried the d ead and d y ing u nd er the 
collap sing walls of the catacom bs’ 
cav es. And then on this Ju ne 4 
liberation d ay the Italian retaliation 
cam e.

Meo guerrilla's 
punch is lost 


By RAY CROMLEY 
WASHINGTON (N E A )- A long­ 
time friend who has been op erating 
for y ears as a gu errilla in northern 
Laos has sent v ery bad news ind eed . 
The Meo u nd ergrou nd , d ev elop ed 
with care and finesse, has been shat­ 
tered . Mu ch of this was of U.S. d o­ 
ing, althou gh u nintentional. 
Not long ago, top A m erican sp e­ 
cialists in gu errilla w ar had great 
hop es for the u nd ergrou nd op era­ 
tions in northern Laos. It was not 
lik e Vietnam, where we hav e a t­ 
tem p ted to fight a gu errilla w ar 
with conv entional arm ies. In Laos, 
the u nd ergrou nd w ar was fou ght as 
gu errilla w ars shou ld be. 
We had tu rned the tables on the 
North Vietnamese. The Meo gu erril­ 
las in Laos were alm ost inp ossible 
for Hanoi’s arm ies to p ick off. 
Meo irregu lars m ad e life in­ 
creasingly d ifficu lt for the inv ad ­ 
ers. They were u sing Mao Tse-tu n- 
Ho Chi 
Minh tactics—and u sing 
them effectiv ely . 
G rad u ally , a sm all Meo grou p 
here and another there were giv en 
gu ns and told to d efend them selv es 
and their homes against any one. 
This they d id with enthu siasm . 
The cou ntry sid e in the north and 
grad u ally the sou th becam e d otted 
with these u nd ergrou nd irregu lars. 
When the enemy ad v anced , they 
scattered and infiltrated to attack 
him in the rear. When the enem y re­ 
treated , they ad v anced . They raised 
hav oc in the enem y ’s back y ard and 
p inp rick ed him to e x a sp e ra tion. 
They slowed his d riv es and im p er­ 
iled his long su p p ly lines. The North 
Vietnam ese sold ier k new no p eace. 
This p rogram p rogressed nicely . 
The Meo are ex cellent fighters. Lik e 
the effectiv e Viet Cong gu errillas of 
the early 196 0s, they w ere civ ilians 
by d ay and fighters by night. 
The v ery lack of Meo organiza­ 
tion, their cru d e weap ons and their 
l« *ck of u niforms were strengths. 


They had no com p licated su p p ly 
lines to gu ard . The North Vietnam ­ 
ese cou ld not p in them d own. If a 
u nit was trap p ed , the loss in men 
was sm all. 


Then someone in W ashington be­ 
gan to get id eas. These loy al gu erril­ 
las shou ld hav e m ore su p p lies, bet­ 
ter eq u ip m ent, m ore effectiv e weap ­ 
ons. They shou ld hav e organization, 
be bu ilt into m ilitary u nits. 


It was d ecid ed to su p p ort them 
regu larly with air strik es. They 
were p rov id ed with some artillery . 
This brou ght changes. It m eant 
larger u nits, established p ositions, 
su p p ly 
lines, 
coord inated 
op era­ 
tions. Instead of mov ing in swiftly 
against the enem y , the Meo began to 
wait for air strik es. Or for artillery . 
Instead of mov ing silently d own 
trails, they hank ered after helicop ­ 
ter transp ort, which is hoisy and v is­ 
ible. They becam e bogged d own with 
organization and with the p roblem s 
of su p p ly . Attack s were d elay ed 
while the Meo waited for su p p lies 
and eq u ip m ent. 
So they lost the ad v antage of se­ 
crecy and su rp rise. In retreat, they 
cou ld no longer fad e silently into the 
land scap e. Semitied to their su p p lies 
and to base areas, they becam e in­ 
creasingly v u lnerable to attack s by 
su p erior enem y forces. 
C heap , lim ited , conv entional 
North Vietnam ese op erations cou ld 
now weed ou t the sm aller Meo u nits 
one by one. M ajor Meo forces, now 
conv entionalized , cou ld be encir­ 
cled . 
Tak ing ad v antage of these op p or­ 
tu nities, the North Vietnam ese hav e 
grad u ally p ick ed off the Meo u nits. 
As a resu lt, the su p p ly of Meo 
m anp ower has become ex trem ely 
limited . 
With the d ecline of the Meo 
forces, ou r p ower to aflcct the war in 
l,aos slid es sharp ly d ownward .

ru mble of feet and v oices took ov er 
ev ery thing. 
The road to Rome was a ghastly 
battle u p the cou ntry ’s rock y sp ine 
in which a million men were engag­ 
ed on both sid es. General Clark told 
me that throu ghou t all this Hitler 
tried constantly to follow Welling­ 
ton’s lines of the Torres Ved ras 
strategy in Portu gal, behind which 
lines 
W ellington 
re siste d 
the 
Nap oleonic French attack s u ntil he 
was strong enou gh to tu rn the tables 
on the French. Bu t the brav e Italian 
Resistance fighters w ere also at the 
G erm ans’ rear. 
“ Ou r arm y is being crip p led by a 
shad ow ,” Nazi M arshal A lbert 
Kesselring telegrap hed Hitler. 
I hav e alway s lik ed the Italian 
p eop le — their history , their mu sic, 
their food , the Italian natu re with its 
ex traord inary way when grief is 
there and has to be ex p ressed and 
ev ery bod y else em p lores one not to 
cry and they say , “ W eep !” 
I k now that some Italians can be 
the greatest fools, which is a hard 
title to claim . I k now the old Italian 
say ing that if y ou cannot d o any thing 
abou t something, p retend it d oes not 
ex ist, and I marv el at the way they 


m ak e an art of d eceiv ing them -— 
selv es. Bu t with millions this is the ~ 
only thing that k eep s them going.- 


I realize that the c ou ntry ’s 
u nheroic w ar p erform ances haYe 
cau sed cou ntless foreigners to claim 
that the Italian sold ier’s battle cry 
is: “ Read y , aim , d on’t fire, flee. I 
k now the* French say , “ Ah, the 
Italians! So q u ick to tu rn d efeat into 
liberation — and liberation into v ic­ 
tory .” I k now the English story 
abou t the Italian “ who d rew his 
sword and cu t d own a sid e street.” 
This is u tterly u nfair. The Italian 
sold ier fights well. It is the lead er­ 
ship which, again and again, has 
been bad . The Italian nation has 
nev er been as good as the su m of all 
its p eop le. 


Shelley sang: “ Go thou to Rome 
— at once the p arad ise, the grav e, 
the city and the w ild erness.” The 
Romans said of the Eternal City and 
of life: “ Ev ery thing carries, ev ery ­ 
thing 
goes.”

GNP—the m ark et v alu e of the 
Nation’s ou tp u t of good s and serv ­ 
ices—ad v anced $28 .5 billion in the 
first q u arter, to a seasonally ad ju st­ 
ed annu al rate of $1,018 .4 billion, 
accord ing to p relim inary estim ate.

New freedom for news media 
Supreme Court rules in Pennsylvania case 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme 
Court 
has 
pushed 
freedom of the press to a new 
frontier with a 5-3 ruling that 
could open newspages and the 
airw aves to fuller reporting and 
wider discussion of issues of 
public concern. 
Until the court acted in a 
Pennsylvania case Monday, a 
private individual who claimed 
he had been defam ed in the 
press or on the air stood a good 
chance of collecting astrono­ 
mical dam ages from a jury. 
The 
ruling 
rem oves 
that 
shadow. Henceforth, as with 
public officials and other indi­ 
vidual; 
who voluntarily cast 
them selves into the vortex of 
public events, the “little m an” 
must prove he was a victim of 
actual malice. 
¿This m eans he must show 


that the w riter or editor either 
engaged in a calculated false­ 
hood or was reckless about 
checking into the facts. 
Some of the kinds of things 
that now can freely be pub­ 
lished or said on the tube were 
suggested by Justice Byron R. 
White, no adm irer of the new 
standard: 
Nonmalicious 
ac­ 
counts of the health hazards of 
products, the m ental stability 
of business executives, the ra ­ 
cial and religious prejudices of 
individuals and groups. 
Small new spapers and m aga­ 
zines and sm all radio and tele­ 
vision stations are likely to ben­ 
efit the most. Without the finan­ 
cial 
resources 
of their 
big 
brothers, they were in a pre­ 
carious 
position 
to 
take 
chances. 
As Justice William J. Bren 


nan Jr. put it in announcing the 
court’s judgm ent: 
“F ear of 
guessing wrong must inevitably 
cause self-censorship and thus 
create the danger that the le­ 
gitim ate utterance will be de­ 
terred .” 
But now, freed of anxiety, 
they may be encouraged to 
practice m ore often what Bren­ 
nan described as a function of 
the 
free-speech 
am endm ent: 
“ventilation of public issues.” 
The case itself concerned a 
privacy suit brought against 
Philadelphia radio station WIP 
by George A. Rosenbloom, a 
former distributor of nudist 
magazines in the area.

In 1964, in a case involving 
The New York Times, the Su­ 
prem e Court formulated the 
rule that public officials have 
to show actual malice to collect 
libel damages.

Press to protect the media 
from suits brought by “public 
figures.” 
Later decisions rounded out 
the definition to include candi­ 
dates for minor police offices 
and police officers.

Scott to go to pollution board 


CHICAGO (A P) - Illinois 
Atty. Gen. William J. Scott 
says he w ill go before the Il­ 
linois Pollution Control Board 
today, doubling his attempt to 
prevent 
future chlorine 
gas 
leakage from the Steelco Chem­ 
ical Corp. 
Scott filed suit Monday in 
Circuit Court against the Lem- 
ont plant, charging that the 
noxious cloudy which covered 
half of this village southwest of 
Chicago Friday constituted “ an 
extreme emergency creating 
conditions of immediate danger 
to the public health.” 
Another suit charging the 
firm with 
violations 
of the 
state’s air pollution laws was 
scheduled to be brought today 
before 
the 
pollution 
control 
board. 
The suit filed Monday on be­ 
half of residents asked for an 
injunction to prevent further 
such occurrences and an “ ap­ 
propriate order to provide for 


the control, abatement and ter­ 
mination of the air pollution.” 
Scott said the Friday incident 
was not the first occurrence of 
pollution by the plant, “ but the 
worst.” He said residents have 
frequently 
complained 
about 
pollution from the firm , which 
he said failed to take all the 
precautions it could to prevent 
gas leakage. 
Scott based the suit on com­ 
plaints from residents received 
by the Lemont Police Depart­ 
ment. 
Chief Frank Sowa said 151 
residents have complained of 
property damage ranging from 
$500 to $5,000, 102 have com­ 
plained of irritation and 38 re­ 
ported that required medical 
treatment. 
Sowa said the most common 
complaints were damage to ve­ 
getation and to chrome trim on 
cars. He said the trim on police 
cars turned green and became 
pitted and tarnished.
